Marvel Comics’ latest addi- 
tion to its line-up will reach 
comics shops in August of 1989, 
according to series editor and 
concept creator Carol Kalish. 
The new line, which will begin 
with the bi-monthly comic Ad 
Astra, Will be a sophisticated scl- 
ence fiction saga that will 
eventually be made up of sev- 
eral books that will exist within a 
shared universe and a shared 
timeline.

Kalish said. She and Kurt Busiek 
developed the "bible" for the 
series, which begins with the 
discovery of a pseudo-faster- 
than-light drive. The timeline, 
largely developed by Busiek 
covers approximately 150 
years; the writers will be free to 
work within the framework of 
this timeline. 


“Ad Astra will use writers who 
are well known, but not for 
comics," Kalish said. The first 
three writers to join Ad Astra are 
Barry N. Malzberg, Lawrence M. 
Janifer, and Joe Clifford Faust. 


"Think of Ad Astra as an um- 
brella title.” Kalish said. Each 
issue of the comic will contain 
between three and five stories 
Ad Astra will range in length 
from 48 to 64 pages, and will be 
published in the bookshelf for- 
mat that has become so popu- 
lar recently 


"| think it will take years for the 
writers to explore the possiblities 
that Ad Astra opens up.” Kalish 
said.

Blackthorne |s ready fo show everyone just 
how fo become an animator this Novem-

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Comic Shop News 


This is the complete October coming comics 
checklist of scheduled titles and the dates that 
they should arrive in comics shops across the 
country. That doesn't mean that the books will 
always be in your shop on the date listed: 
some publishers ship from different parts of 
the country, and the farther away the publisher 
is from your local comic shop, the longer it will 
take the books to get to you. Publishers are 
sometimes forced to reschedule titles, and that 
might result in some date changes on some re- 
leases. 

Each entry presents the title and number of 
the book, followed by the release date; if a title 
doesn't have a scheduled release date (some 
publishers merely say that their books will ship 
in October without giving a date), we don't give 
you a date. After that is the Publisher of the 
comic and the price. If a book you're tooking for 
is on the index and doesn't arrive in a week or 
two after the date, be sure to ask the friendly 
folks at your comics shop; they may be able to 
update you on schedule changes that have af- 
fected that book. 

Hang on to this list! It presents the titles 
that are supposed to ship the last week of 
September and all of October.
